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GETTING AROUND 





etting around in Kuala Lumpur is 
convenient with a well 

connected network of 
transportation routes. The city is well 
served by taxis, buses, light rail transit 
(LRT) and speedy electric trains. For 
added convenience, hotel limousines 
are also available for hire. 


Modes of Transport 

Light Rail Transit (LRT) 

Star LRT and Putra LRT operate daily 
from 6.00am to 12 midnight, and 
beyond that on special occasions. You 
can buy stored value tickets at any LRT 
Station. Finding 
your way 
around the LRT 
systems is easy 
as the 
information 
panels at all 
stations contain 
all the 
information you 
need to plan 








your journey. Its also safe and secure to 
travel by LRT. 


Express Rail Link (ERL) 

Its a high speed direct rail service 
linking KL Sentral Station in Brickfields 
in the city with KLIA in Sepang 43 miles 
away. You can board the ERL at the KL 
City Air Terminal (KL CAT) that serves as 
an extended airport terminal where you 
can check in to head straight for the 
departure gate in KLIA in only 28 
minutes. The ERL serves the Putrajaya, 
Cyberjaya, Bandar Tasik Selatan and 
Salak Tinggi townships. 


KL Sentral Station is a transportation 
hub that brings together the commuter 
train, intercity and ERL networks with 
the LRT systems and KL Monorail. 
Together, they form the backbone of 


urban Kuala Lumpurs transportation 
network. 





Commuter Trains 

KTM Komuter operates speedy electric 
train services from KL Sentral Station to 
designated points in the city and to 
Port Klang, Seremban, Kajang and 
Rawang. 


Taxis 

About 13,000 taxis serve the city of 
which 262 taxi companies operate in - 
the bustling Klang Valley alone. Taxis 
can be hired via radio-phone paging, 
from taxi stands or hailed by the 
roadside. City taxis operate by meters 
and the fare is RM2 for the first 2km 
and 10 sen for every 200m thereon. A 
50% surcharge is levied between 
midnight and 6.00am. Radio taxis 
charge an additional RM1 for phone 
booking. 


Buses 

There are two types of bus services. 
Public buses serve the city and 
suburban areas while shuttle buses ply 
between designated areas and LRT 
stations. Travelling in public buses is an 
exciting way to see Kuala Lumpur. A 
total of 1,438 buses serve the city 
centre, run by major bus companies 
Intrakota (764 buses), Cityliner (411), 
Metrobus (191) and Len Seng (72).
